ORDER DISMISSING COMPLAINT

counsel in an observer capacity.

2. It heard representations by counsel for all
complainants herein as well as by counsel for
the respondent, Local 10, that the parties had
settled and were moving withdrawal of all cases
captioned above based on the following:
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The parties in the matters of
Teamsters Local 633 of New Hampshire v.
Dennis Mascolo, Clyde Miner and Production
Workers Union Local 10, Case No. M-0686;
Case No. M-0686:1; Case No. M-0686:2; and
Case No. M-0686:3 and in Petition of
Production Workers Local 10 to the State of
New Hampshire Supreme Court, Docket No.
93-725 move dismissal all claims stated
therein. Production Workers Union Local
10 additionally agrees that neither it nor
any party acting in its behalf will challenge
the certification of the State of New
Hampshire Public Employee Labor Relations
Board issued on November 3, 1993, in this
matter. Production Workers Union Local 10
and Teamsters Local 633 further agree that
no conduct by either party or any of their
agents or representatives from a period
commencing six months prior to November 9,
1993, to and including that date, constitutes
matters that are or would be a violation of
RSA 273-C 1 et seq.

3. It directed that the agreement of the parties, noted
above, be adopted by and as the Board's disposition

of all cases captioned above by ordering that they
be DISMISSED. .
